b* He doe snot desire any regulations published with respect 

to commission of crimes by Agency personnel* 

e # He does not feel it necessary to discuss this subject 
with ihe Department of Justice* 

2* The Director went on to say that when a crime is committed by 
an employee of the CIA and reported to General Counsel* he prefer® to 
discuss each ins tance of this nature with the General Counsel, at which 
time he will make the decision as to whether the ease in question should 
be reported to the Attorney General* 

3* In order to implement the above, it would appear to me that a 

memorandum containing these instructions should be addressed to the Depu- 
ty Directors, Inspector General, AD/Connuni cations, and the AD/Personnelo
